3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is believed 
that the reference numeral for the gate electrode (page 38, lines 6-7) is "907" instead of 
"917".

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "1 109" has been used to designate both anodic oxide and 
phosphorus-doped region.
